THE MfFKKHK C'OI'UT. 


Interesting I>e<-I»lous Just Rendered 


by the Highest Trilninr.l in 


Indiana. 


The following interesting questions of'I 


law were decided in the supreme court I 
of the state on Wednesday of this week: 


When a tract of land is sold, repre- 


sented to contain a certain number of 
acres, and pa}mentis to bo made of a j 
stipulated price per acre for the number 
of acres represented io be ia the tract, 
and not for a sum in gross, and the 
tract is found to contain less than the 
number of acres represented, the buyer 
has a right to have the contract value of 
the number of acres not conveyed to 
him deducted from the purchase money 
note. 


(1) A mortgagor who has parted with 


the title to the mortgaged land and 
against whom no personal judgment is 
sought, is not a necessary party to a 
complaint to forelose the mortgage. (2) 
Where a defendant, after his demurer 
to the complaint hna been overruled, 
fails to plead further and a decree of 
foreclosure is entered for want of an 
answer, such decree will not be set aside, 
and leave given to defendant to file an 
answer, unless a defence to the action is 
shown. (3) The purchaser of mortgaged 
premises cannot defend against the note 
and mortgage on the ground that they 
were executed under duress, or for au 
illegal consideration, nor upon 
the 


ground of converture of ono of the 
mortgagors, as such defences ere per- 
sonal to the makers of the instruments. 


Where a father furnishes money and 


purchases land and causes it to lie con- 
veyed to his son (who although forty 
years of age and unmarried, continues 
to reside with his father), without any 
contemporaneous 
understanding 
or 


agreement concerning repayment of the 
purchase money, no resulting trust arises 
nor does the son personally become his 
father's debtor. 
The presumption is 


that the amount paid is an advance- 
ment. So, where in such case a verdict 
has been returned against the sou, but 
before judgment is rendered thereon the 
son executes to his father a mortgage

debt to his father. A mere secret inten- 
tion on the part of the father to treat the 
money paid as a debt is not effectual, 
either as against the son or his creditors.
